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Kerry says Mideast 
peace talks to resume 



John Kerry met with Mahmud Abbas in RamaEEah 


AMMAN (AFP) - US Secre¬ 
tary of State Jain Kerry said 
Friday Israeli and Palestinian 
negotiators will meet in 
Washington within "the next 
week or so" after an agree¬ 
ment on the basis to resume 
peace talks. 

The announcement came 
after he spent four days con¬ 
sulting the Israeli and Pales¬ 
tinian leadership -- and a 
last-minute helicopter dash to 
Ramallah in the West Bank 

I'm pleased to announce 
that we've reached an agree¬ 
ment that establishes a basis 
for resuming final status ne¬ 
gotiations between the Pales¬ 
tinians and the Israelis,’ 1 
Kerry told reporters m 
Amman, Jordan. 

This is a significant and 
welcome step forward. The 


agreement is still in the 
process of being finalised so 
w T e are absolutely not going 
to talk about any of the ele¬ 
ments now." 

A US State Department 
official said "They have 
agreed on the core elements 
that will allow direct talks to 
begin " 

Kerry said Palestinian ne¬ 
gotiator Saeb Erakat and Ins 
Israeli counterpart. Tzipi 
Livm would meet him in 
Washington "to begin initial 
talks within the next ’week or 
so" 

The announcement, came 
at the end of four days of in¬ 
tense diplomacy by the secre¬ 
tary of state as he consulted 
Israeli and Palestinian leaders 
from lus base in the Jordan¬ 
ian capital. 


Department of Labor: 

Free time off from work 
to vote on Election Day 


The Department of Labor & 
Investigation has issued a 
bulletin providing informa¬ 
tion regarding time off from 
work for voting an Election 
Day Article 39 of the Elec¬ 
tion Ordinance says that vot¬ 
ing coimmense at S a.m. in the 
morning until 7 p.m. in the 
evening. 

Article 40 of the Election 
Ordinance: 

1 All employers are 
obliged to ensure that every 
employee who has the light 
Id vote, has as is stipulated in 
article 39, at least 4 consecu¬ 
tive hours free, during his 
regular working hours, m 
order to exc erase Ins right to 
vote, unless the employee al¬ 
ready has four hours off 
based on another situation. 

2. The employer is obliged 
to ensure that, at least one 
week before Election Day, 


the employee is informed of 
the free hours to be allotted to 
him to vote. 

Interpretation: 

The essence of Article 40, 
paragraph I of the Election 
Ordinance is that the employer 
is obliged to ensure that within 
Ins company all employees 
with the right to vote, are af¬ 
forded the opportunity to cast 
their vote on September 27 
and get at least 4 consecutive 
hours of free time during the 
hours that the voting booths 
are open between S a.m. id 7 
p m to do so. 

Exception: 

The employee w r ha is al¬ 
ready free from work during 
the hours that the voting 
booths are open (for example,, 
an employee who works part 
time only or who works a 
very early or late shift, does 
not qualify for the 4 consec¬ 


utive hours off from work. 

The law provides the fol¬ 
lowing examples for clarifi¬ 
cation: 

* a voter who works i.e. 
from 7 30 a m. to 12 midday 
and from 1 p.m. tD 4 30 p.m. 
must get hours off from 7:30 
am tD 11:30 a.m. or from 
12:3D p.m to 4 30 p m. 

* a voter who works part 
time l e. from 3 a.m. to 12 
midday does not qualify for 
the free hours 

* a voter who works sin ft 
i.e. from 7 am. in the morn¬ 
ing to 3 p.m in the aft emo on 
does not get the hours off. 
Tins is also true for the voter 
who i.e works shift from 
12:00 midday to S p m. T or 
from 3 p.m in the afternoon 
tD 11 p.m. m the evening

US senators urge 
new G20 venue if 
Russia shelters 
Snowden 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Two US senators introduced 
a resolution Friday seeking a 
change of location for Sep¬ 
tember's G30 summit in St. 
Petersburg if Moscow allows 
intelligence leaker Edward 
Snowden to remain in Rus¬ 
sia. 

The resolution by Repub¬ 
lican Lindsey Graham and 
Democrat Chuck Schumer 
urges Russia to turn Snowden 
aver to the United States so 
he can face espionage 
charges. 

It also calls on President 
Barack Obama to recom¬ 
mend a new hast city for the 
summit of the G30 group Gf 
emerging and advanced na¬ 
tions if Moscow fails tD act. 

"On multiple fronts, Rus¬ 
sia is becoming one of the 
b ad actors in the world," Gra¬ 
ham said in a statement, cit¬ 
ing Russia's "cover tD the 
Irani an nu cl ear p ro gram' and 
its sals of weapons to Syria.

The stamp will b egin cir¬ 
culating Tuesday after the in¬ 
augural mass of World Youth 
Day (WYD) on Rio's famed 
Cojsacabana beach, the post 
office said.

Loaf mountain and Christ the 
Redeemer statue.

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Obama: ’Trayvon Martin could have been me, 35 years ago’ 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama offered a 
very personal take Dn tire death 
of Trayvon Martin Fn day, sav¬ 
ing that 35 years ago, lie could 
have been the unarmed black 
teen shot dead by a neighbor¬ 
hood watchman. 

In a surprise appearance be¬ 
fore reporters, Obama hailed 
the “incredible grace and dig¬ 
nity" of Martin's parents and 
warned that a resort to violence 
m tire wake of the Florida court 
verdict would "dishonor" Ins 
death 

He also called for a review 
of controversial "stand your 
ground" laws like the one in 
place in Florida winch assert 
that citizens can use lethal 
force - rather than retreat — if 
they sense their lives are at 
risk. 

"When Trayvon Martin was 
first shot, 1 said that this could 
have been my son," Obama 
said, m Ins first substantive 
comments on a verdict that has 
aroused an impassioned debate 
on US race relations 

"Another way of saying that 
is Trayvon Martin could have 
been me 35 years ago." 

While he refrained from di¬ 
rect comment, on the jury's de¬ 
cision to acquit neighborhood 
watch volunteer George Zim¬ 
in srman on Saturday, Obama 
weighed m on the Jar gens sues 
of race raised by the case. 

"I just, ask people to con¬ 
sider if Trayvon Martin was of 
age and aimed, could he have 
stood Ins ground on that side¬ 
walk?" Obama asked 

“And do we actually think 
that he would have been justi¬ 
fied in shooting Mr Zimmer¬ 
man who had followed Inin in 
a car because he felt threat¬ 
ened? 

“And if the answer to that 
question is at least ambiguous, 
then it seems to me that we 
might want to examine those 
kinds of laws," he said. 

The teen's parents Tracy 
Martin and Sybrma Fulton said 
they were "deeply honored and 
moved" by Obama's com¬ 
ments. 

“President Obama sees 
himself in Trayvon and identi¬ 
fies with him Tins is a beauti¬ 
ful tribute to our boy," they 
said in a statement 

“We seek a future when a 
child can walk down the street 
and not worry that others see 
him as dangerous because of 
the color of his skin or the 
clothes on his back." 

Civil rights rallies were 
scheduled in cities across the 
country on Saturday in the 
wake of the Zimm erman ver¬ 
dict, with Fulton due to appear 
m New York and Tracy Martin 
expected to speak in Miami 

In Congress, meanwhile, 
D em d cr ati c S enato r Dick 


Durbin said he would hold 
hearings on the US gun lobby's 
role m promoting “stand your 
ground" laws in 30 US states. 

Martin, 17. was fatally shot 
on die rainy night of February 
3d, 2 Ell2 during an altercation 
with the 29 -year-old Zimmer¬ 
man m a gated community in 
Sanford, Florida 

Zimmerman said he acted 
m self-defense and Ins team 
did not specifically invoke the 
"stand your ground" law in its 
arguments. 

A jury of sax women, ail but 


Due white, cleared him of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder and 
manslaughter charges. 

Critics of Saturday's verdict 
argue that Zimmerman racially 
profiled the youth -- who had 
no criminal record -- and was 
able to kill him with impunity 
because of a biased criminal 
justice system. 

But Zimmerman — who has 
a white father and a Peruvian 
mother -- has insisted race w T as 
not a factor m the incident 
Obama urged better train¬ 
ing of law enforcement at the 


state and local levels n tD re¬ 
duce the kind of mistrust in the 
system that sometimes cur¬ 
rently exists" 

He said young African 
An en can male s needed 
greater encouragement in she 
face of negative stereotypes 
(fiat many blacks b elieve were 
at the root of the shooting 
death. 

" Ther e are very few African 
Amen can men in tins country 
who haven't had the experi¬ 
ence of being followed when 
they were shopping in a de¬ 


partment store. That includes 
me," he said. 

"Tliat happens to me — at 
least before i was a senator." 

"Aid I don't want to exag¬ 
gerate tins, but those sets of ex¬ 
periences inform how (he 
African American community 
interprets what happened one 
night in Florida," he said. 

Calling for "some soul 
searching' 1 oil race, Ob am a 
urged that it be pursued in fam¬ 
ilies, churches and workplaces 
rather than by politicians.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States denied Friday 
that Secretary of State Jalm 
Kerry threatened Venezuela 
with reprisals if it gave asy¬ 
lum to US intelligence leaker 
Edward Snowden 

Venezuela is one of a 
handful of Latin American 
countries that has offered 
refuge to the fugitive former 
government contractor, who 
has asked for temp or ary asy¬ 
lum in Moscow. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Mane Harf con¬ 
firmed that Kerry spake 
about Snowden by telephone 
an July 12 with Venezuelan 
Foreign Minister Elias Jaua. 

But she denied as “com¬ 
pletely false" a report in the 
Spanish newspap er ABC that 
Kerry had threatened to sus¬ 
pend sales of gasoline or ail 


products to Caracas if it 
granted Snowden asylum 

"The secretary made no 
reference in his conversation 
wiith Foreign Minister Jaua as 
to what our response would 
be if Venezuela were to assist 
Mr Snowden or receive 
him," she said, reading from 
a statement 

"Instead, Secretary Kerry 
conveyed to the Foreign Min¬ 
ister that Mr Snowden is ac¬ 
cused of serious criminal 
offenses and should be re¬ 
turned to the United States Id 
face those charges if he were 
to come into Venezuelan ju¬ 
risdiction. " 

"Should Venezuela assist 
Mr Snowden or receive him, 
we will consider what the ap¬ 
propriate response should be 
at that time," she said 


Copy of Schindler’s list up 

for sale on eBay for $3 mn

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - An 
original copy of the list of 
Jews Oskar Schindler saved 
from the Holocaust is up far 
sale on eBay, with the start¬ 
ing bid set at $3 million dol¬ 
lars, a Los Angeles 
auctioneer said Friday. 

The 14-page typewritten 
list, bearing the names of 801 
men, originated with the Ger¬ 
man industrialist's right-hand 
man Itzhak Stern, Gary 
Zimet of moments- 
intime com told AFP 

"Stern's nephew (in Israel) 
sold it roughly three years 
ago to the current owner, who 
bought it as an investment," 
said Zimet, who declined to 
give details about the seller. 

He added "I don't antici¬ 
pate any bidders until the last 
day -- or probably the last 
rive or 10 minutes." 

Zimet and his partner Eric 
Gazin, who listed the docu¬ 


ment on lus gazinauctiDns 
eBay page, opted to use the 
popular Internet auction site 
because of its global reach. 

1 Tins exceedingly rare 
original Schindler's List is the 
only one ever an die market," 
the eBay listing states. Others 
are m museums in Israel and 
the United States. 

The auction is set to end 
on July 23 at 6:00 pm Los 
Angeles time (July 29 0100 
GMT). Interested bidders are 
asked to provide information 
so they can be pre-screened 

Schindler is -credited with 
saving the lives of some 
1,200 Jews employed in his 
factories during World War II 
He di ed in anonymity m Ger¬ 
many in 1974 at the age a f 66 

His story was the focal 
point of him director Steven

TOKYO (AFP) - Around 
2,000 people who have 
worked aE Japan's wrecked 
Fukushima nuclear plant face 
a heightened risk of thyroid 
cancer, its operator said Friday. 

Tokyo Electric Power 
(TEPCO) said 1,973 people - 
around ID percent of those em¬ 
ployed in emergency crews in¬ 
volved in the clean-up since 
the meltdowns -- were be¬ 
ll eve d to have b een exp o se d to 
enough radiation to cause po¬ 
tential problems. 

Each worker in tins group 
was exposed to at least 100 
inilh si everts of radiation, pro¬ 
jections show 

Although little is known 
about the exact health effects 
of radiation on the human 
body, the level ts considered 
by doctors to be a possible 


threshold for increased cancer 
risk. 

Tire Fukushima Dan chi nu¬ 
clear plant became the site of 
the worst nuclear disaster in a 
generation after the massive 
tsunami of March 2011 de¬ 
stroyed its cooling systems. 

The plant's reactors went 
through meltdowns that caused 
explosions in the buildings 
housing them, spewing ra¬ 
dio active materials into the air, 
sea and soil 

All 1,973 workers now 
deemed to be at increased risk 
of thyroid cancer are eligible 
for an annual thyroid checkup 
and other health services paid 
for by the company 

TEPCO has already in¬ 
formed those affected about 
tlie health and monitoring pro- 
grammes.

- Hormone replacement therapy has been a controver¬ 
sial issue for a lot of women over the last decade. Many 
have rejected any ty pe of horm one therapy since a large, 
federally funded study found hormone replacement frier- 
apy could increase a woman's risks for heart disease 
and strokes. 

Doctors believe that misconceptions about the risks 
of estrogen therapy have led to the premature deaths of 
nearly 50,000 women in the past 10 years, the Los An¬ 
geles Times reported. 

Now, in a study published in the American Journal of 
Public Health, researchers are arguingthat misconcep¬ 
tions about hormonal treatments also led women to re¬ 
ject estrogen-only treatments, which have numerous 
health benefits including reduced mortality and lower in¬ 
cidences of breast cancer and heart disease. 

Horm one therapy is used to help treat symptoms such 
as hot flashes, and to prevent conditions such as osteo¬ 
porosis and heart disease brought on by a hormone de¬ 
ficiency caused by menopause. 

The researchers said that women who have had hys¬ 
terectomy should reconsider benefits of estrogen ther¬ 
apy. 

The optimal time for a woman to take hormone therapy 
is within 10 years of menopause, said Dr. Holly Thacker, 
director of Center for Specialized Women's Health at the 
Cleveland Clinic.

of a central authority in Judah 
during the time of King 
David " 


The southern part, of the 
palace extended across an area 
of 10,300 square feet with an 
enclosing wall that was about. 
100 fees long The palace's 
perimeter had rooms where 
pottery vessels and imported 
alabaster fragments were 
found, Garfinkel and Ganor 
said m their findings. 

The excavation was seven 
years in the making Archae¬ 
ologists believe the site was 
most likely destroyed in a bat¬ 
tle against the Philistines in

Jackson's mother weeps 
in court, blasts critics 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Mi ch ael J a cks on's mo th er 
Katherine broke down in court 
Friday recalling the day her 
son died, as she testified 
against tour promoters AEG 
Live whom she blames over 
lus 3009 death. 

Taking the stand 13 weeks 
into a civil trial, she also 
lashed out at critics who de¬ 
scribed her the star as a 
"freak," and said AEG Live 
should have done more to help 
the late singer, clearly sick in 
the weeks before he died. 

Jackson accuses AEG Live 
of pushing her son too hard as 
he rehearsed in Los Angeles 
for a series of "Hus is It" 
comeback concerts m London, 
and negligently hiring medic 
Conrad Murray to look after 
him. 

Murray was convicted of 
involuntary manslaughter m 
3011 over the Jackson s death 
on June 35, 3009, from an 


overdose of the surgical anes¬ 
thetic propofol, administered 
to help the 50-year-old singer 
with chronic insomnia 

Jackson's Id-year-old son 
Prince testified last month that 
Ins exhausted father warned 
that AEG Live were going Id 
" kill" him as he rehearsed for 
the marathon conceit tour 

Katherine Jackson echoed 
tins Friday, saying the tour 
promoters failed to properly 
supervise Murray and to re¬ 
spond to clear signs that her 
son was seriously ill m the 
weeks and days before his 
death. 

“My son was sick, and 
they knew he was sick, and 
nobody said call the doctor 1 ," 
she testified, adding that she 
didn't know who Murray was 
until after Jackson's death. 

"That dactor was for his 
children, I didn't know who it 
was," she said, adding: "My 
son needed another dactor."

The Blues-adoiing supporters held up a "Welcome" 
banner and yelled: "We love you Chelsea." Chelsea 
will play Malaysia’s national selection on Sunday 
before heading to Jakarta.The England forward has 
two years left on his contract with Manchester 
United but has been pushing for a move. Dutch 
striker van Persie is seen as United’s first choice striker. During the conference Mour¬ 
inho said that with the World Cup a year away, a player picked regularly for his team 
would obviously stand a better chance of representing his country an the Brazil World 
Cup. Mourinho has previously stated that striker Rooney was Chelsea's only remaining 
summer transfer targetfor the club.
